Agricultural Reports. 
The government struck a popular 
vein when it established the system 
of publishing the weather reports, 
whereby all soctiou3 of the country 
could know in the morning and even­ 
ing what weather to expect for the 
succeeding twenty-four hours. 
On 
tile sea-coast especially these reports 
have liecu of incalculable value in 
saving shipping. 
To the fanners also 
they would be of much value could 
they lie brought more directly to their 
notice, the chief difficulty at present 
being tho fact that so few of them 
arc in reach of tho dailies. 
The 
agricultural 
interest is so 
great, and its success so vital to the 
nation, and substantial aid towards 
the timely securing of a crop being 
of such vast proportions iii money 
value when applied 
to the entire 
acreage devoted to such pursuits, that 
tile government could well afford to 
devote a largo Hum to bringing every 
available fact to tho knowledge of 
every farmer within reasonable dis­ 
tance of the great highways. 
A tel­ 
egram that would save a rye crop for 
one, or a wheat harvest for another, 
or a fine lot of hay for a third, would 
lie worth much more than it cost. 
It is announced that tho officials in 
charge of this Department are mak­ 
ing arrangements to receive news 
from different sections iii regard to 
the crops. 
Hut what is more partic­ 
ularly wanted is the . news of the 
weather to be expected. 
We notice 
that the berry men d nvn tile river 
have been trying to secure these dis­ 
patches as a guide to the proper time 
for picking their fruit. 
It is the es­ 
tablishment of central stations as 
convenient as possible to farmers that 
is needed, and when this has been 
done the department will have made 
itself of more value to the nation 
than if it started a hundred experi­ 
mental gardens at 
Washington or 
scattered forty times as many docu­ 
ments as it docs now, most of these 
being used as scrap-books.

An Indian H urricane. 


TKKKirjCSToiSM AT MADRAS- ll CSEH. M S WRICK* 
ANO LAROE I OSS o r LICK IN TUE INTERIOR. 
A correspondent of the london Times 8eadi 
to that journal an account of the recent terri­ 
ble hurricane. 
He says: 
Many a weather-wise Englishman drove 
down to the )>each on the evening of May-day 
to ms* for himself that the ships were gone, 
and returned grieved at heart. 
I had seen 
fourteen ships on shore only four years I adore, 
and a year later had stood by while another 
bravo vessel had driven through the splendid 
pier. 
Oil both occasions nine out of ten of 
Uie English craft hail saved themselves by 
■Upping their cullies an I running out to sea. 
On neither occasion had things so bud a look 
as now, yet there every ship rode at anchor, 
proudly unconscious of the fate that was M ore 
it 
As I turned sadly away three and thirty 
sail tossed sleepily oser the angry wave, as if 
they neither knew nor cared why such hoary 
breakers gallop|>ed iii. 
Yesterday I went 
again. 
It was hut May 2. 
Hut three of this 
great fleet were still riding there, and one of 
them had lost two of its masts, all the rest 
lay strewing the shore. 
Hut I anticipate. 
Tub gale increased as night wore on. 
At 
attorn midnight Mr. fogs til, the astronomer, 
telegraphed from Hie Otwervatory to the 
.Maline Office that a tearful storm was near, 
hut this the marine authorities ought to have 
knowu long Is‘fore, for the glass had fallen 
fully un lurk. 
.Shortly after Ibis tile ships 
were ordered from tile shore to get ready, and 
at 3 in Hie morning to cut their cables an I 
stand out to sea. 
It was too late. 
The ques­ 
tion was not how to get to sea, hut bow to 
keep oil the shore. 
The storm was fearful, 
and the surf rolled clear over everything. 
Wind and wave were dead set tor the shore. 
Vt ll a. m. tile native craft was almost uh 
loose, drifting steadily before the wind. 
At 
o'clock tim cyclone was ut its height, and half 
the English shi|>« wen' adrift. 
About IO in th# uioroiug two more ships 
broke loose—-the ll*il.-pur aud Sir Holier! 
Sewings. 
The form*.-is or was one of th 
most favorite ships that ever sailed to India, 
and on her every voyage was Clo wiled with 
passengers. 
No passengers were nu koan!. 
as she was not advertised to sail for some 
lays to come. 
Hie other hail iieen chartered 
to sail to Mauritius, with ;;5t) coolie*. 
All 
were on Iniard. 
Indeed, the ship ought lo 
have sailed the day before. 
What a thrill of 
horror went through those who looked on 
when the Sir Roliort Sepping.s liegau to drift, 
It wa* soon seen that she would come on 
sli ire where the Ardbeg had struck. 
Thank 
(Jo*l she mis.se I the groyne, hut came on the 
sand not ten yards ut!. The coolies were mad 
with terror, hut the slop was staunch, and 
Ii id come on a soft s|H»t. 
it was soon seen 
that the ship vi as not breaking up. 
The rock­ 
et apparatus w as brought up aud a hue soon 
Axed. 
Another was at once rigged by its 
side, and a era*Ile slung between Inn Ii. 
One 
by one. or two by two, the whole of the loo 
souls on board the vessel were safely laude. I. 
Tilings went worst? with the Hotspur, 
.-'he 
was nearly full, 
lier Captain was on shore, a 
fact which requires explanation. 
She was al­ 
ways deep iii the water, for she was 1,200 tons 
register. 
Whether for these or any other rea­ 
sons she to iched ground about a quarter of a 
mile from the shore, immediately behind the 
fearful gathering round the John Scott. Wheth­ 
er she sprang a hulk or not will never lie knowu, 
but she immediately begun to settle down.— 
The waves made a cleau breach over her, urg­ 
ing her bullier on the shore. 
Iu fact, after 
she struck, the Hotspur must liave thus drawn 
forward IOO yards. 
At first it was ho|ied that 
abe would come up to the lie ac ii like all the 
others, aud little was (loire, in the hope that 
the crew might got better terms from the sea 
somewhat later, wqiecially as none of the 
ships that bad come on the sand showed any 
sigus of breaking up. 
By It o'clock it was 
seen that this hope was rain. 
Hight in front 
of the merchants’ offices she gradually settled 
In the sand, until only ber bulwarks and deck 
bouse were above the water. 


The hurricane 
for cyclone it was not, see­ 
ing that the wind never changed more than a 
few |K)iiite--wa8 almost as violent as ever.— 
Few persons could withstand it. 
Tile master- 
attendant wa* driving down in a heavy car­ 
riage drawn tty two horses, when the wind 
upset the carriage, seriously injuring the 
master-attendant, un I leaving him senseless 
on the road. 
This is mentioned partly to 
show tho force of the wind and partly to ex­ 
plain what was seemingly great neglect on 
the part of the marine authorities. 
Tho surf 
ran at racing speed In wave? and swept over 
every tiling. 
The rain fell in torrents, dashing 
violently against all in its w ay. 
No sound 
could be heard but Hie roaring of tile wind 
mid tile thuds of the leaping surf. 
Exposed 
to this were the thirty men who formed the 
crew of the Hotspur. 
Huddled together oil 
the deck tlioy tied themselves together and to 
the ship, Hint the sea might not carry them 
away. 
Vain precaution! 
They could 
not 
tie so tightly that the gripping sea could not 
seize one aud another. 
In Hie gight of all 
who stood there—Governor, Council and all 
the chief authorities—first one and then anoth­ 
er was drugged away, never to he seen again 
alive. 
The rocket apparatus was used very 
freely, hut neithe r skillfully nor successfully. 
For a long time none would full over the 
ship. 
Then one did, and was made fast, but 
it could not he tightened, and hung down in­ 
to the sea. 
It was long lieforo any man would 
dare such a bridge, hut death seemed to 
come nearer each hour, and at length one 
ventured. 
The brave man tried to bring with 
him a rope from the ship, so that those who 
followed might have a second roja*. 
Bravely 
he lichi on, one moment high in air, (lie next 
deep nuder the hammering sea. 
Half way 
across the rope broke, and he fell hack into 
the raging waves. 
His bravery was now his 
safety, for he was hauled hack to the ship l i ­ 
ttle rope lie curried. 
It was long before an­ 
other ro|ie could bo thrown, for many broke 
mid iii ire missed, and the exhausted survivors 
felt Hi lt they could not ho'H? to pass. 
Here 
one of England'* heroes stood forth and told 
Ids comrades that lie would try to swim ashore 
to say that they must rn1 id a cradle. 
This 
brave fellow was the chief officer. 
After a 
fearful struggle with the waves and floating! 
wreck lie reached tile shore ainu. 
The wind 
had now lulled somewhat, ami the shore was 
covered with a dense cr*iwd of natives and 
Euro|leans. 
No cradle could la* sent w here it 
was found so difficult to get a rope, and noth­ 
ing could be done. 
Finding no fro-iii help 
coming from the shore, tile crew tried tile 
rope again. 
One after another started. 
Only 
one succeeded. 
In tile sight of IO.(KIO |*eople 
not 20ft yards away, all the rest were washed 
Oil. though not all lo^, for til*1 brave fellows 
struck out for the shore, holding on to the 
wreck here and there to rest themselves. 
No 
boat could go out to help them, for nothing 
could live in such a surf. 
At thi-« time also 
the sea was covered with float lug wreck, 
which made it dangerous to go Heart Ik) water. 
Already a gallant soldier of the Fusilier* had 
Imh-11 killed. 
He was hauling in a drowning 
man, when a great piece of wood was hurled 
ut him by the advancing surf. 
It struck him 
on the head, killing him on the spot. 
IVhat a pitiful sight it was, those twelve or 
fifteen men still buddling on the deck of th** 
Hotspur! 
God grant that I may never se*' 
such a sight again! 
We could only see them 
at short intervals, for the surf waves chased 
each other every half initiate, and every one 
of them went high over the bend* of the ship­ 
wrecked crew. 
It lieut them like some giant 
hammer, while they could no nothing in return 
hut hold out Ii ‘seeching hands to us on tin* 
shore. 
They could not get out of reach of the 
water, for the masts had all gone by the Im lard 
long I aff ore, broken off short at the deck.— 
Naked und cold and despairing, tho |3**>r fol­ 
lows still held on. 
At about A 1-2 o’clock an­ 
other ns'ket rope fed over tin* vessel iii ii some­ 
what more favorable way. 
Three more sailors 
come as I ion* thoroughly exhausted. 
Twelve 
remained. 
It now grew ti.irk—d irk as pitch. 
The leaden skies showed neither moon nor 
-tar-. 
None dared venture ag 111^ b«r to lose 
hold of the rope wa* certain death. 
G radii!-1 
Iv, slowly, ami tearfully the sj wet stars weal 
away. 
Hruofg men urn! happy women cried 
Ilk** children to think that twelve men who 
had braved the sea from lo that morning m ud 
Is* left to the fearful night, hungry, exhausted, 
wet amt c*dd. 
Non** dared lo !io|*e for these 
lone twelve—they dared not hoi ie for them­ 
selves. 
Happily the wind fell entirely. 
Tin* 
night was calin, all hut the fearful surf, that takes 
many long hours to settle down to its ordinary 
bluster. 
How slowly those night watches 
passed away! * All that couid lie done was to 
hum blue lights at intervals to show tin1 poor 
men that they were not forgotten. 
Before the 
dawn could break men crept down to the 
lieaeh in solemn awe to se** if peidiap* there 
might ta* one left cli aging for dear life. Would 
the day never (freak ? Boon one with sh a re r 
eyes than the rest declared that he could see 
••some."

The peach buds have esca|>«d this 
year, where they have been k iliad ten years in 
succession, and yet all sorts of evergreens have 
been killed outright, or so damaged as to he 
almost worthies.*. The greatest losses we have 
accounts of have been met with on Long Is­ 
land. 
All the trees in Greenwood Cemetery 
have lm«n killed, as they have been mostly 
where set out singly or grown in hedges in 
private grounds. 
Parsons A Co., and other 
nurserymen have lost their entire stocks, val­ 
ued at tens of thousands of dollars.

not observe that any very considerable pro­ 
portions of evergreens have been lost in this 
Vicinity, bat the destruction east of the Rocky 
Mountains it is said, will amount to millions 
of dollars in valse.
